HE sole head ot a family, o1 any 
male over I8 years old may home- 


stead a quarter section of available-Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant mnst appear in per- 
on at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-agency for the District. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (bnt not Sub-agency) on
